A memorial meeting, led by members of the bar, is scheduled 
for Tuesday in St. Louis where Brandeis, as a young Harvard 
graduate, began the practice of law in 1878.

Life of a Free Man 


Brandeis: A Free Man's Life, by Alpheus Thomas Mason, 
(The Viking Press, xiii, 914 pgs., $8.79.) 


T-EN YEARS ago when this book first appeared, the late 
historian Charles A. Beard wrote of it: “‘Mason’s ‘Bran- 
deis’ is an indispensable chapter for the intellectual and moral 
history of the United States and mankind.” Merle Curti, 
who has developed the intellectual aspect of American history, 
said it would be “deplorable” if the book were. not read by 
all Americans “genuinely interested in the problems of de- 
mocracy and human justice.” And so a 100th anniversary 
edition has been brought out by the publisher to give new 
impetus to a book that is a tribute to scholarship, the law, 
American history and social justice. Few books are more 
deserving of attention by those who care about the course 
of life and government in this country of ours.

Its Esthetic and Civic Value to Riverfront 


THIS IS A LONG prelude to the ques- 
tion of the great arch of the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial and its sig- 
nificance for St. Louis. But perhaps it 
will help to explain why I feel it is so 
important as a dramatic symbol of the 
City’s great and unique role in the his-

What are the natural elements which 
make up the scene? We have the im- 
mense fertile valley of the Mississippi 
and its vast system of waterway com- 
munications.

‘SALUTE TO MODERN ART US.A’ 


Eleven New York Galleries Exhibit Paintings

The Wildenstein exhibition featured the work of the 
nineteenth century Americans, Mary Cassatt, Thomas Eakins, Winslow Homer 
and Eastman Johnson. Miss Cassatt went to Europe in 1875 when she was 
20 years old, remained there most of her life. She was strongly influenced 
by the Impressionists, especially by her friend Degas. Eakins, Homer and 
Johnson studied in Europe for varying periods, but returned to become the

Following historically on the Wildenstein exhibition was the showing 
of “The Eight’ at the Kraushaar Gallery. ‘The Eight’ were the leaders of 
the American realist school of city genre painters of the early twentieth cen 
tury. The group included Arthur B. Davies, William J. Glackens, Robert 
Henri, Ernest Lawson, George Luks, Maurice B. Prendergast, Everett Shinn 
and John Sloan. The last of ‘The Eight” was Shinn, who died in 1953. They 
have sometimes been dubbed derogatorily the “ashcan school” because of 
their pictorial concern with slums and poverty. 

Actually, “The Eight” were not a schoo] in the sense that they painted 
alike. They were friends, strongly dissatisfied with the academic status of 
art in America at the time, and were fighting for the right of the artist to 
paint what he wished and as he wished. After much difficulty, they ar- 
ranged a show of their own in 1910. “It set the critics warring with one an 
other,” says Blesh in his book, “and almost brought mass apoplexy to the 
academicians. But it left the public strangely unmoved. Why? Because it 
was time for revolution, not mere revolt. ‘The Eight’ did not go far enough.

They left the last word with the Academy by granting the decisive point: The 
purpose of art is the representation of natural appearances. As long as that 
point stood, there was no real revolution.” 

The revolution in American art did come three years later, in 1913. This 
was the year of the famed Armory show, the first major exhibition of mod- 
ern art in the United States. It was arranged by the Association of American 
Painters and Sculptors, in which “The Eight” played an active role. One of 
their number, Arthur B. Davies, became president. With Walt Kuhn and 
Walter Pach, Davies was largely responsible for the show's success. 

More than 100,000 people came to see the show and the then new excit- 
ing work of the European modernists—-like Cezanne, Van Gogh, Gauguin, 
Matisse, Picasso, Braque, Leger, Picabia, Kandinsky. The Armory show is 
credited with influencing a whole generation of American artists and of 
marking a turning point in art in this country. 
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After having broken free of Kremlin -con- 
trolled dictatorship in an astonishing, spontane- 
ous revolt, Hungary last week was swiftly subju- 
gated by Soviet steel. In photo above, crowds 
gather about Russian tanks at an intersection 
in a peaceful part of Budapest.

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THE U.N. SEEKS A SOLUTION 


At the United Nations, events in Egypt and Hungary put delegates on a 
feverish schedule. Meetings were held on short notice and at odd hours, as 
the international organization faced its most crucial moments since the Korean 
conflict in 1950. 

The 76-nation General Assembly was summoned into emergency ses- 
sion (photo above) on 24-hour notice to deal with the invasion of Egypt. 
British and French vetoes had blocked Security Council action. But by a vote 
of 64 to 5, the Assembly called for a cease-fire and withdrawal of foreign 
troops from Egypt. Six nations abstained; one was absent. Later, the As- 
sembly authorized Secretary General Hammarskjold to form an international 
military command to police the cease-fire. Specifically excluded from the 
police unit were the five permanent powers in the Council (Britain, France, 
Nationalist China, Russia and the United States). 

During U.N. deliberations on the Mideast crisis, the Soviet Union moved in 
ep vg Ox blot out the revolt. Using her veto, Russia prevented any steps 
by the urity Council. Again the Assembly was called into session. It 
adopted, 50 to 8, a sharp resolution condemning the Soviet interference, de- 
manding the withdrawal of Russian forces and ordering a U.N. investigation. 
Fifteen nations abstained from voting; three were absent. 

The Mideast cease-fire gained uneasy compliance last midweek, but the 
Kremlin seemed unwilling to heed the Assembly's demands on Hungary.

Water Basin Is Earliest Known Corinthian Marble Sculpture

From fragments pieced together on ground, the holy snstnitticibemnsitaiamaeni SL 
water basin was reconstructed (upper right) for museum iene i - 
display. Basin itself, of blue gray marble and more than 
four feet in diameter, is supported by four female fig- 
ures. Each figure in original was standing on the back 
of a recumbent lion, each holding a lion's tail in one 
hand, a leash in the other. Elaborate and sophisticated 
style indicates Greek art in seventh century B.C. was 
more highly developed than previously believed. 
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HOLY WATER BASIN identified by its finders as the 
earliest piece of marble sculpture yet discovered in 
the Corinthian district of Greece is now on display in 

reconstructed form at the Museum of Ancient Corinth. Dat- 
ing to the seventh century B.C., the basin is considered one 
of the most important pieces of ancient sculpture ever found 
in Greece. 

It was found in fragments in an ancient dump contain- 
ing debris from a fire that destroyed the archaic temple of 
Poseidon early in the fifth century B.C. Although many 
parts are still missing, enough were unearthed to make it 
possible to reconstruct the basin. 

The basin was discovered by a University of Chicago 
expedition which since 1952 has been excavating ruins of the 
Poseidon Temple near the eastern end of the Corinth canal. 
The expedition in 1954 completely uncovered the foundations 
| of the temple, one of the glories of classic Greece. Poseidon 


was regarded by ancient Greeks as ruler of the sea and 
god of earthquakes, which were frequently felt in Corinth.

Breasts are pounded thin with a potato masher, sprinkled 
with salt, then wrapped around chilled butter made into 
small roll (two inches long by half-inch diameter). Wooden

LOODING RIVERS HAVE

northern India. Many thousands 
of persons have been driven 
from their homes, and the death 
toll continues to rise. Latest re- 
ports place the number of dead 
at more than 100. Crops have 
been ruined and many cattle 
lost in several states, an enor- 
mous drain on the country’s 
economy. Countless mud houses 
have been washed away. 

The capital city of New 
Delhi was particularly hard hit 
as the Jumna River went out of 
its banks and inundated a large 
area. At least 50,000 persons 
fled as floodwaters overspread 
residential sections. Rail traffic 
between New Delhi and Calcutta 
was disrupted. 

Heavy week-long rains in 
north India were the immediate 
cause of the floods. The Jumna, 
Ganges and other great rivers 
were unable to carry off the ex- 
cess water.

Americans suffer from some form of 
emotional sickness. One out of 12 per- 
sons now living — about 13,000,000 
will be hospitalized in a mental insti- 
tution at some time in their lives un- 
less new treatments are found and new 
facilities created 

Mental sickness costs the U.S. al- 
most $3 billion per year tn tafes, lost 
wages and other charges. That's a stag- 
gering $8 million per day and the 
bill is going up. 


The ‘Lost 60,000” 


Who are the mental DPs, the patients 
who shouldn't be in? They fall into 
four main groups: patients who have 
improved sufficiently for release; aged 
persons who literally have been herded 
into institutions; mental defectives and 
alcoholics, many of whom do not be- 
long in such hospitals in the first place;

Revelations of these 
conditions added a new phrase to

Today the snake pits 
have all but disappeared. Mental insti- 
tutions have been cleaned up 

Everything isn’t rosy yet. Hospital 
overcrowding 1s still scandalous.

One 
year ago, Miss M. (still in her 20s) was 
recommended for family-care place- 
ment — not full discharge 

Her only “family” is a brother serv- 
ing in the armed forces. She has no 
friends, no money. Thus far, the hos- 
pital has been unable to find a suitable 
foster home for Miss M. 

“Id like to finish college,” she says 
“Do you know what kind of a job I 
want? It's funny. I was studying to be 
an occupational therapist. But I've been 
away from normal life so long and I've 
gotten so dependent on the doctors 
I don't know how I'd do on the out- 
side . 

No funds: Last March, doctors at 
Terrell State Hospital (near Fort 
Worth, Tex.) were ready to release 
Elmer F., 68, who had been admitted 
two vears before, suffering from cere 
bral hardening of the arteries with “psy 
chotic reaction.” 

Thus far, Mr. E. does not know that 
his only daughter has failed to answer 
hospital correspondence stating that he 
is ready for discharge 

Say Terrell State staff members 
“We feel that he'd do much better in a 
nursing home. We would like to send 
him to one, but we have absolutely no 
funds—not a penny for such cases 

Her husband doesn't want her: Mrs 
Mary S.. 51, could have left Mendota 
(Wis.) State Hospital a year ago. Her 
ailment, paranoia, was sufficiently im- 
proved last fall. But her husband 
blocked Mrs. S.’s release 

Her doctor says, “We would send her 
to a foster home — if we could find 
one, but we can't.” 

“Once you get in a place like this,”

The American Psychiatric Associa- 
tion recognizes this situation. After in- 
specting 140 public hospitals in 40-odd 
states, it approved the staffing and treat- 
ment facilities of only 7/7. (Thirty-one 
others were approved conditionally. ) 

Many hospitals operate with one 
doctor for every 300, 400, 600 or even 
1,000 patients. Social workers, vital in 
processing patients for discharze. 
should handle 40, or at most 50, pa 
tients — but often there is only one so 
cial worker for 500 or more patients 
Similar ratios hold true for attendants 
and nurses. 

Public mental hospitals cannot keep 
doctors or other employes. “Pirating” 
of personnel between states 1s common 
And hospital pay Cannot compete with 
the income of private medical practice 

At Milledgeville (Ga.) State Hos- 
pital, Dr. Thomas G. Peacock, superin 
tendent, declares: “I can’t fill the 
vacancies | have. We were paying one 
doctor $8,000. He quit for private prac- 
tice in Atlanta and makes $25,000 a 
year now.’ 

Of the estimated 9,000 psychiatrists 
in the U.S. today, most are in private 
practice. That means many mental 
hospitals must hire doctors who have 
little or no psychiatric training or quali- 
fications. The same holds true for many 
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FRUSTRATED Wisconsin hospital pa- 
tient lets off steam on a punching bag.

What does the doctor shertage mean 
to the average patient? Simply this. If 
he is not considered a good bei for

“If we had a proper discharge and 
furlough clinic, staffed by people who 
knew what it’s all about, we'd send a 
lot more home.” 

“Processing out” of patients can take 
one to three months. Social workers 
must find a place for the patient to go 
Endless correspondence, trips, follow- 
up visits may be required. 

Because of the extreme personnel 
shortage, here's what happens: At 
Camarillo (Calif.) State Hospital, a 
social worker says, “we have hundreds 
of patients who probably could be out 
in a minute. But there are seven of us 
to 6,000 patients. 

“Last month alone, we had many re- 
ferrals that weren't handled at all. They 
were just put aside — the patients not 
seen.” 

From Central State Hospital (In- 
dianapolis), a social worker says: “If 
we can follow through a case without 
too much time and etfort, we do it. If 
the case presents difficulties, the patient 
is told to come back another day. For 
some patients, that day ts never.” 


The Patien?t-laborer 


And from Manteno (Ill.) State Hos- 
pital: “Many social workers refuse to 
work in mental hospitals. Their con- 
sciences won't let them .. .” 

But perhaps the hottest issue of all 
involves unpaid patient labor. PARADE 
found patients who worked 10, 12, 14 
hours a day for nothing, or close to it. 

Most officials admit hospitals could 
not operate without such workers “be- 
cause hospital budgets aren't high 
enough.” In addition, some hospital 
personnel admit that “we try to keep a 
good patient worker because there 
aren't very many.” 

An example is Louis H., a 45-year- 
old patient at an Indiana hospital. Mr. 
H. was assigned to work 13 hours a day 
in a kitchen. As long as he worked, and 
did not bother anyone, no one troubled 
to look into his case. 


Last June 8, Mr. H. was “discov- 
ered” by an interested attendant. As 
treatment began, he improved almost 
miraculously. With added treatment, he 
should become a candidate for release. 

That case reflects the plight of many 
patients — just how many, no one 
knows. This much is clear. Patient 
labor, many authorities agree, ts an evil 
necessity of the present mental-hospital 
setup. Too often, it is not therapy. Too 
often, it ts simply a boon to what one 
doctor calls “the budget-minded.” 

With shortages up and down the line, 
with inadequate care, treatment and 
rehabilitation, discharges lag shame- 
fully 

“I cannot put it strongly enough,” 
says Dr. William Menninger, of the 
famous Menninger Foundation at To- 
peka, Kan. “There are thousands and 
thousands of patients rotting away in 
our mental hospitals It's hard to get 
across that this situation exists now. 
today 

“Whom are we fooling’ The taxpay- 
ers or ourselves? Taxpayers shell out 
millions for patients who could be re- 
leased —-to support them in institu- 
tions for the rest of their lives 

Checking its statistics, PARADE went 
to an official of the American Psychi- 
atric Association. “Are there 60,000 
patients who shouldn't be in mental 
hospitals”” he repeated thoughtfully. 
“Yes, that’s a mice conservative esti- 
mate.” a

The next

The 1957 Auto Show is drawing near; 
many of the new models already are in 
the showrooms. And on a handful of 
them, as optional equipment, are the 
seeds of a revolution in auto-making. 
It's the fuel-injection engine, the “big- 
gest engine change in years.” Within 
three years, experts predict, it will com- 
pletely revamp the family car 

Here's what fuel injection will mean 
to car owners: cheaper driving, fewer 
repairs, faster pickup and a major 
design change — particularly longer, 
lower silhouettes. And, because this 
system burns fuel completely and 
evenly, it may cut down the smog prob- 
lem in large cities. 

Key to the revolution is the end of 
the bulky and often balky carburetor 
Removing it will cut 7 inches off engine 
height, allow greater efficiency (it is 
estimated that present engines develop 
only one-fourth of their potential) and 
permit development of 240 hp in an 
engine no bigger than the present 85- 
hp model. 

Thus you can look for fuel-injection 
engines this year as optional equipment 
on the Chevrolet Corvette and other 
Chevrolet V-8 models. In addition, 
Cadillac is expected to offer it in its 
Eldorado Brougham. 

Other manufacturers, though less 
willing to name dates, are busily work- 
ing on the idea. Lincoln, Oldsmobile, 
Pontiac, Ford, Buick and Imperial are 
said to be planning to add fuel injection 
in 1958. By 1959, all lines are expected 
to include it as either standard or op- 
tional equipment. 

Actually, fuel injection is nothing 
new. (If anything, it postpones the day 
when something really new will appear: 
the much-discussed gas turbine en- 
gine.) It has been used in Diesel en- 
gines, in planes, trucks, buses and in 
98 per cent of high-priced racing cars. 

And one of the world’s foremost 
automotive engineering firms, Robert 
Bosch GmbH of Germany, has pro- 
duced more than 25,000 production 
cars with fuel injection, including last 


year’s sports car champion, the Mer- 
cedes-Benz 300 SL. 

What held off its day of introduction 
in Detroit was cost. But recently Bosch 
introduced fuel injection in the $1,200 
German Goliath. And Detroit engi- 
neers, who had been working on the 
idea for years, took a new look at it. 

It was, they realized, a logical step 
now. Higher-horsepower engines re- 
quired more carburetion, accordingly, 
recent models had gone from two- 
barrel carburetors to four-barrel car- 
buretors to, in some of last year’s 
models, twin four-barrel carburetors. 
The cost of such a carburetor was ap- 
proaching the cost of fuel injection. 

How does fuel injection work? This 
way: Gas from the tank goes to a 
pump, then is forced directly into the 
combustion chambers of the cylinders, 
which are fed by tubes connected with 
the pump. The actual mixing of fuel 
and air takes place in the combustion 
chamber. Each cylinder gets an identi- 
cal amount of fuel quickly and evenly. 


The Wasteful Corbwretor 


By contrast, the carburetor’s job is 
to mix fuel and air, then feed the mix- 
ture to the combustion chambers. But 
rarely does each cylinder get an identi- 
cal amount. Some may starve, others be 
fed too richly. 

The carburetor ts particularly waste- 
ful in acceleration. In a quick pickup, 
the whole system is flooded with gas 
and air mixture. Much of the fuel is 
not properly burned. But fuel injection, 
with its even feed, allows quick, effi- 
cient acceleration. 

And here’s what fuel injection means 
m repair savings: no need for car- 
buretor adjustment, no changes for cli- 
matic differences, no impurity deposits 
in the engine — and fewer engine 
tuneups.

GO MODERN 


by ED KIESTER 


With its simple lines, its lack of frills and its 
dramatic lighting — as seen in the striking color 
photo at left —— the Episcopal Church of St 
Clement, in Alexandria, Va., typifies something 
new in American churches. Protestant, Catholic 
and Jewish alike, U.S. religious denominations 
are casting off the old fortress-like styles and 
adopting modern, eye-catching. even “stream 
lined” architecture 

This year the U.S. will spend $900 million 
on a religious building spree. The figure ts twice 
he amount spent in 1954, itself a record at the 
lime. And by most estimates, at least a thid of 
the churches built this vear will he modern 
many strikingly so 


Ihere are, of course. reasons tor this which 
Nave nothing to do with religion. One of the 
‘iggest is cost: an uncluttered church like St 
‘lement’s, for example, is much cheaper to 
‘ulld than an imitation-Gothic building, with

But to churchmen, the heartening thing ts 
that the church once more 1s proneering. During 
the Middle Ages. when Europe's great cathe- 
drals were built, the church led the way in archi 
tecture and in painting and sculpture, too 
Later centuries saw the churches lose this role 
of leader. New structures were mostly copies of 
old churches. Religious art except for copy 
ing of the old masters was neglected 
Today. with the whole nation swept by a re 
ligious revival, architects and artists are look 
ing to the church again. The four-page album of 
modern churches on these pages was taken from 
a roster of 18 outstanding new buildings se- 
lected by the National Council of Churches of 
Christ, plus a representative grouping of Catho 
lic and Jewish structures. The list of men and 
firms represented reads like a Who's Who in
